The  children's  sweet,  innocent  voices, 
combined  with  seniors'  vibrant  and  melodious  notes 
created  a  perfect  harmony  during  the  first 
"Intergenerational  Chorus"  at  the  Center  School  in 
Mattapoisett.  The  chorus  was  created  to  increase 
senior  citizen  and  community  involvement  in  the 
school. 

"We  would  love  to  have  our  local  senior 
citizens  share  in  our  music  making  and  to  help  our 
children  to  understand  that  music  can  be  a  life-long 
learning  exerience,"  said  Center  School  Music 
teacher  Mrs.  Jean  West.  "Music  knows  no 
boundaries  and  all  ages  can  work  together  toward  a 
common  goal-expressing  the  beauty  of  music." 

One  of  the  reasons  she  wanted  adults  and 
senior  citizens  to  join  her  third  grade  classes  in  an 
"intergenerational  chorus"  was  because  she  has  seen 
a  decline  in  children's  involvement  in  musical 
activities  over  the  years. 

"Very  few  children  share  musical  activities 
as  a  family,"  said  Mrs.  West  to  the  group  of  about  a 
dozen  seniors  who  joined  in  singing  with  the  third 
graders  for  a  few  songs. 

"Growing  up,  everybody  sang  in  the  car  or  in 
the  house,  it  gives  a  wonderful  feeling.  I  feel  bad  for 
the  kids  today  who  don't  do  that,"  she  added. 
Although  parents  do  encourage  taking  musical 
instrument  lessons,  she  said  that  usually  pnly  lasts 
until  elementary  school. 

As  the  seniors  waited  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  Center  School,  Mrs.  West  practiced  some  songs 
with  them.  "They  are  excited  you  are  coming  today. 
They  said  they  can't  wait,"  Mrs.  West  said. 

One  thing  Mrs.  West  wanted  to  make  clear 
was  that  the  chorus  "is  for  people  who  enjoy  singing 
of  all  ages."  Soon  the  students  lined  up  and 
collected  their  songbooks. 

Before  they  began,  Mrs.  West  instructed  the 
students  to  sit  up  and  "get  some  air  inside  their 
lungs."  They  began  by  singing  "Welcome"  -a  joyous 
song,  welcoming  the  seniors  with  open  arms. 
Children  befriended  the  seniors,  some  sharing  song 
books  and  musical  tips.  "We  want  to  welcome  you," 
Mrs.  West  said  happily. 

Mrs.  West  told  her  students  if  they  see  their 
newfound  friends  in  the  supermarket  "make  sure 
you  say  hello!"  The  friendships  aren't  just  made  to 
last  in  the  school.  Mattapoisett  resident  Francis 
Gordon  was  no  stranger  to  one  of  the  Center  School

Students;  his  grandson  was  one  of  the  third  graders 
in  the  audience.  Mr.  Gordon  gave  a  wink  to  him  as 
he  introduced  himself  to  the  other  students. 

Appropriately  enough,  the  seniors  and  the 
children  sang  "Love  in  Any  Language,"  a  song  about 
the  language  of  the  heart.  "Once  we  learn  to  speak  it, 
all  the  world  will  hear... Love  in  any  language  pulls 
us  all  together,  never  apart." 

The  seniors  said  they  enjoyed  being  a  part  of 
the  chorus.  "I  love  to  sing,"  said  Jane  Welch.  Among 
the  seniors  were  Gene  Pursley,  and  Oman  Price,  to 
name  a  few.  Mr.  Price  said  singing  "took  me  back 
quite  a  few  years."  "I  don't  remember  the  teachers 
being  so  pretty,"  he  joked. 

Many  of  the  seniors  plan  to  come  back  on 
Friday,  February  9  at  10:30  am  at  the  Center  School.

Meeting  voters  will  have  the  opportunity  to  chose  to 
allow  a  developer  to  build  155  cluster  units  over  a  4- 
5  year  period  for  a  retirement  community  or  reject 
the  proposal  and  have  the  town  buy  the  land  for  $3.5 
million. 

At  7:30  Selectmen  met  with  William 
Nicholson  of  the  Mattapoisett  Water  Department 
and  Randall  Kunz  to  discuss  open  space  planning 
assistance.  The  Buzzards  Bay  Project  has  been 
awarded  funding  from  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  to  provide  planning  and  technical 
assistance  to  three  municipalities  within  the 
Buzzards  Bay  and  nearby  Massachusetts  Bay 
watersheds  in  preparing  for  Open  Space  Plans.  The 
deadline  for  applying  for  assistance  is  February  9, 
Mr.  Kunz  said. 

Mr.  Nicholson  said  basically  "someone 
would  come  in  and  assist  in  preparing  and 
reviewing  a  plan.. .to  conserve,  protect  wetlands  and 
watersheds  of  Buzzards  Bay."  Selectmen  asked  them 
to  undertake  the  project  and  bring  it  to  them  once 
completed  for  review. 

At  8:00  pm  Selectmen,  department  heads  of 
working  boards  and  residents  met  for  an 
informational  meeting  about  a  proposal  for  a  Brandt

Selectman  Mahoney  said  they  were  "getting 
anxious  as  we  get  closer  to  Town  Meeting."  "You'll 
have  to  persuade  town  meeting  (voters)  of  you  want 
to  be  successful.  The  town  is  in  no  position  to  do 
infrastructure  for  this  type  of  proposal.  I  hope  you're 
ready  come  town  meeting,"  he  told  representatives 
from  the  corporation,  their  lawyers  and  economic 
advisors.

Mr.  Mahady,  an  economist,  said  his  company  will 
study  the  impact  of  bringing  water  to  Brandt  Island, 
straightening  the  road,  status  of  current  residents  on 
the  road,  and  taxes  assessed  by  the  town.  FXM 
Associates  will  study  what  is  will  cost  the  town,  on 
average,  for  every  town  service  needed  for  the  new 
development.  They  will  also  study,  "what  it  means 
to  us  as  taxpayers."  A  second  approach  for  assessing 
fiscal  efforts  will  be  used  to  determine  any  excess  or 
deficient  capacities  or  infrastructure  in  Mattapoisett 
effected  by  the  project.  Meetings  will  be  scheduled 
for  department  heads  to  meet  with  members  of  the 
corporation.

Selectmen  met  with  George  Jennings,  the 
Harbormaster,  regarding  administrative  changes  in 
the  present  regulations.  The  Selectmen  voted  to 
allow  any  resident  concerns  to  be  discussed  at  the 
February  20th  Selectmen's  Meeting.

He  wrote:  "As  of  this  date,  I  have  not  had  a 
response  and  therefore  not  knowing  the  answers  to 
my  inquiries,  I  will  be  refraining  from  attending  the 
11  on-site  inspections  scheduled  for  tomorrow  and  I 
will  have  to  abstain  from  voting  at  our  meeting  on 
2/7/96  on  any  permits  requested  by  those 
petitioners  to  the  Con.  Com.  I  hope  that  this  will  not 
mean  a  delay  for  any  of  those  projects."  A  memo  was 
sent  on  February  5  in  regards  to  Mr.  Luttrell's 
concerns.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

February  5, 1996 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  February  5  at 
7:15  pm  by  Chairman  Michael  Murphy.  Selectman  David 
L.  Hughes,  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes  and 
Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira  were  also 
present. 

After  approving  the  minutes  with  some  minor 
corrections  by  Selectman  Hawkes,  Selectmen  met  with  Mr. 
Michael  Forand,  electrical  inspector,  to  discuss  a  change  in 
the  procedure  allowing  home  owners  to  pull  permits  for 
electrical  work.  He  recommended  only  allowing 
electricians  to  pull  permits  or  their  designees. 

Selectman  Hughes  said  he  felt  that  an  individual 
not  licensed  who  wants  to  rewire  their  garage  or  home 
"should  have  the  right  to."  "We  take  enough  rights  away." 
But  Mr.  Forand  said  this  has  caused  problems  in  the  past 
and  raised  concerns  about  liability.  Chairman  Murphy  and 
Selectman  Hawkes  supported  Mr.  Forand  and  passed  a 
motion  not  to  allow  home  owners  to  pull  permits  in 
Rochester.  "Most  of  the  projects  they  do  are  fairly 
inexpensive,"  Mr.  Forand  explained. 

Selectman  Hughes  was  in  opposition  to  the 
motion;  it  passed  via  majority  vote. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  Selectmen  also 
received  information  from  Plymouth  County  Retirement 
Association  with  regard  to  the  Governor's  proposal  to 
abolish  County  Government.  Selectman  Hughes  stated  he 
wanted  to  send  a  letter  that  Selectmen  were  "not  in  favor 
of  abolishing  County  Government."  He  explained  this 
proposal  would  allow  the  "state  to  come  in  and  take  over 
court  houses,  the  registry  of  deeds  and  everything  we've 
been  paying  for  since  day  one.  It  would  also  take  over

chief.  "Does  that  mean  you  have  something?"  she  asked 
him.  "Definitely,"  he  answered.   Chairman  Murphy  said 
he  wasn't  ready  to  share  his  personal  opinion  with  the 
public  yet  or  in  executive  session.  "I  made  my  statement 
(about  bringing  new  and  fresh  ideas  to  the  department) 
and  I  also  said  it  was  up  to  the  voters."  Selectmen  will 
schedule  an  executive  session  with  the  Chief  of  Police, 
Town  Counsel  and  Selectmen.  Chairman  Murphy  stated 
he  was  not  in  favor  of  meeting  in  executive  session. 

A  memo  was  also  received  from  Mr.  Victor 
Bucchere  who  was  concerned  that  the  Town's  Attorney  is 
providing  Legal  Counsel  to  Mr.  Murphy  on  the  issue  of 
the  Chief  at  the  Town's  expense.  Chairman  Murphy  said 
he  used  town  counsel  for  legal  advice.  "That's  what  I 
called  for,  that's  what  I  got,"  he  said. 

Selectman  Hawkes  also  read  a  letter  from  the 
Rochester  Police  Officers  Association  which  expressed 
they  felt  every  employee  "should  feel  secure  in  their 
employment  and  anticipate  reappointment  unless  by  their 
actions  they  have  failed  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
position,  or  have  been  found  guilty  of  criminal  or  other 
misdemeanor."

duties,  but,  if  they  feel  that  retribution  will  be  taken 
against  them  they  will  react  accordingly  and  we  have  lost 
proper  protection."  The  letter  was  signed  by  Mr.  Harry 
Brown,  secretary  of  the  association.

public  water  supply  then  we  require  them  to  tap  into  the 
public  water  supply." 

Ms.  Chamberlain  said  her  responsibility  lies  with 
the  residents  of  the  town.  "Many  wells  went  dry  (last 
summer).  My  concern  should  not  be  with  the  developers 
or  what  it's  going  to  cost,  it's  where  they  will  get  the  water 
from."  "It  should  be  up  to  the  people  if  they  want  it  or 
don't  want  it,"  she  said.  She  also  said  there  is  a  water 
agreement  between  Marion  and  Rochester.  "Rochester  is 
entitled  to  half  of  the  water  that  goes  out  of  town  into 
Marion.  Rochester  has  never  used  that  amount  of  water." 

Selectman  Hughes  explained  that  although 
Rochester  "does  have  rights  to  tap  off  that  water.. .the 
home  owners  pay  the  expense  to  the  town  of  Marion  for 
bills  and  usage  of  the  water."  "In  the  contract  it  says  we 
don't  receive  an  amount  of  money  until  they  derive  a 
profit,"  he  explained. 

Selectmen  granted  Ms.  Chamberlain  permission  to 
seek  legal  counsel's  advice  on  the  article. 

Under  old  business  the  board  discussed 
appointing  Mr.  Thomas  Simpson  as  a  part-time  dispatcher 
for  the  communications  center.  Selectman  Hawkes  said 
she  "had  a  problem  appointing  someone  who  can't  work" 
because  he  isn't  trained  for  E-9-1-1.

in  town  and  also  to  inventory  the  broken  utility  poles  (or 
poles  which  have  been  replaced  but  are  still  tied  to  the 
removed  poles).  The  board  unanimously  approved  the 
motion. 

Selectman  Hardy  informed  his  fellow  board 
members  that  he  attended  a  meeting  with  Walpole  town 
officials  earlier  in  the  day  and  garnered  some  useful 
information  regarding  their  municipal  computer  system. 
Selectman  Hardy  noted  the  people  in  Walpole  offered  both 
pros  and  cons  of  the  MUNIS  system  which  Acushnet  is 
now  considering.  "They  did  have  some  negative  things  to 
say  about  the  system,"  he  said,  "but  I  think  we  need  to 
take  into  account  that  they  had  a  very  chaotic  year.  We'll 
have  more  information  after  our  meeting  with  (MUNIS 
representatives  this  week)." 

At  6:20  pm  the  board  met  with  Bonnie  Coughlin  of 
NYNEX  to  discuss  the  replacement  poles  around  town 
which  have  been  tied  to  existing  poles  and  have  not  been 
removed.  The  board  last  week  had  some  concerns  that 
these  poles  —  which  they  feel  are  both  hazardous  and  an 
eyesore  —  would  never  be  removed. 

"The  pole  removal  process  is  an  ongoing  thing," 
Ms.  Coughlin  explained.  "In  this  kind  of  weather,  we 
aren't  removing  any  poles.  But  we  have  received  a  list  of 
(double  lashed  poles)  in  Acushnet  and  will  be  removing 
them  this  spring.  Acushnet  really  isn't  in  bad  shape  in 
comparison  to  other  communities."

minutes,  and  all  residents  would  receive  at  least  a  two- 
week  notice  beforehand.  There  being  no  other  questions  or 
concerns,  the  board  unanimously  approved  the  pole 
installation. 

Selectmen  met  with  Dennis  Luttrell,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAC),  at 
6:45  pm  to  discuss  the  organization's  1995  Annual  Report 
and  proposed  funding  for  fiscal  year  1997.  Chairman 
Koczera  explained  that  the  BBAC  received  a  total  of 
$11,500  in  fixed  funding  from  their  13  member 
municipalities  in  FY  1996.  Since  state  and  federal  funding 
has  been  decreased  this  year,  the  BBAC  is  looking  for  a 
combined  total  of  $20,000  in  community  funding  —  and 
they  have  changed  each  member  municipality's 
assessment  to  a  variable  amount  based  on  population, 
service,  and  the  amount  of  runoff  from  their  area  which 
drains  into  the  bay. 

Acushnet's  assessment  for  FY  1996  was  a  fixed 
rate  of  $1,000.  The  BBAC  is  requesting  a  sum  of  $1,266  for 
FY  1997  —  a  25  percent  increase  which  requires  Town 
Meeting  approval  this  spring.  "We  used  to  be  (financially) 
supported  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA), 
but  their  funding  has  been  cut  by  Congress,"  Mr.  Luttrell 
said.  "It  was  decided  that  one-third  of  the  BBAC's  annual 
funding  should  come  from  the  member  communities ...  so 
we  had  to  recalculate  how  each  (town)  was  assessed." 

Mr.  Luttrell  noted  the  BBAC  is  continuing  their 
efforts  to  assist  area  communities  in  preparing  for  oil  spill 
containment  and  cleanups  —  especially  in  light  of  the 
recent  oil  spill  off  the  coast  of  Point  Judith  in  Rhode  Island. 
Considering  the  heavy  traffic  of  oil-carrying  vessels  in 
Buzzards  Bay,  he  added,  it's  good  to  be  prepared  for  such 
a  disaster.  He  also  noted  that  the  BBAC  will  continue  to
